Maryland Court of Appeals 
Partly Upholds the

Annapolis, March 22.—In an opinion de- 
|livered today the court of appeals held 
| that the act passed at the last session of 
| the legislature commonly known the 
‘jim crow” law and requiring steam rail. 
ways in the state of Maryland to furnish 
Separate compartments for white® and 
colored passengers, is yalid so far as it 
affects commerce within the state, but 
invalid as to interstate passengers and 
must be construed as not applying 
them.

zers. All other matters at th's time 
sink into insignificance as compared with 
tils particular ine of work in whicn 
we are now engaged. It is a campaign 
in waich the sympathies and the active 
Support of every man in the south should 
be heartély and consistently cnuisted. 
Without a very materia! reduction in tne 
cetton acreage and use of commercial 
fertilizer under cotton, as compared wita 
1904 there can be no success in the 
present movement in the Southern ('‘ot- 
ten Association and no prusperity for 
the farmer or-pusiness man in this coun- 
try.

“In all of the old cottan produciz~ 
states, commercial fertitzers have be- 
come in recent years an important fac- 
tor In cotton production. In every com- 
munity where the use of commercial 
fertilizers are largely employed im cotton 
production, the yield is materially in- 
creased, and, while some people agree 
that by increasing the production per 
acre, we necessarily decrease the cost 
of production, yet. where a surplus is 
produced, the reduction in the cost of 
production cuts no figure as compared 
with the heavy loss which would ensue 
by driving the price down to 5 cents per 
pound, and while it is a matter of 
economy for farmers to endeavor to re- 
duce the cost of production, in all crops 
which they grow, the fact must be ap- 
parent that in this case, the necessity 
exists for a heavy curtailment in ‘pro- 
duction, and it is only those who are Ine 
terested in the sale of guano, or in giv- 
ing their support more materially to the 
fertilizer factories, to advocate increased 
use of guano in order to secure a reduc- 
tion of a very small cost in production. 
This matter should receive the considera- 
tion of every cotton grower. The margin 
of profit is much more largely in favor 
of curtailing your acreage and abandon- 
ing the use of guano. entirely, than 
slightly curtailing your acreage and in- 
creasing the use of fertilizers.

PRUSPECTS POINT 
TO EARLY SPRING 


Statistics Show Last Killing 
Frost Averages March 24, 


Local Forecaster Marbury Says That 
the Full Moon in April Does 
Not Effect the Tempera- 
tures of That Time, and 
Shows Figures, 


The weather today is likely to be un- 
settled with showers. 

Just at this time there is the greatest 
interest in all the state as to whether or 
not there will be a killing frost which 
would cause great damage to fruit and 
other interests throughout Georgia and 
the south. For very many years there 
has always been one period of spring 
which was greatly feared by farmers, 
planters and nurserymen, and this period 
was that of the first full moon in April. 

Very many there are who still hold 
to this belief. One who does not be- 
lieve in it is Local Forecaster Marbury, 
of the Atlanta weather bureau, and 
moreover he says that the statistics 
which have been kept in Atlanta and in 
Other stations of the department refute 
the rumor that the first full moon in 
April is going to effect the weather at 
that time. Mr. Marbury states that 
perhaps it has very often happened that 
there has been a cold period or killing 
frost at the very time of the first full 
moon in April, and that this was re- 
sponsible for the belief that this par-

For-the last twenty-six years the last

Killing frost In spring has been carefully | 


put down along with the other statistics 
Kept by the weather bureau. Computing 
the average from all of these years, it 


will be seen that the last killing frust in 


this section of Georgia hus occurred 
March 24. This is tomorrow's date, 
which means that under ordinary con- 
dittons the chances are that there will 
not be a killing frost this year. 

A glance at the dates given, however, 
will show that many years have found 
kiliing frosts in April. Even-!f the first 
full moon has an effect on the weather, 
Which Mr, Marbury would not grant, 
as the coming full moon will not arrive 
until April 19, it is generally conceeded 
that this will be too late for any killing 
frost unless the exceptional happens, 

From all appearances the spring this 
year will be an early one, ag the recent 
weather has all pointed that way. Then, 
too, many of the birds have migrated 


north early in the season and it is very 


rare that these birds make any mistake.
